The Board of Trustees have made an election under Section 204 of the Worker, 

Retiree and Employer Recovery Act of 2008 to treat the Cement Masons' and Plasterers' 

Retirement Fund as being neither in endangered nor critical status for the Plan Year 

beginning April 1, 2009.  The Plan status would have been in endangered status had this 

election not been made as was certified to the Secretary of the Treasury by the Plan’s 

actuary.
